Charlotte, N. C., April 1.—(Special.)—On 
account of the orders of Governor Tillman 
to the telegraph company not to allow any 
telegrams to be sent from Columbia in re- 
gard to the present unfortunate troubles 
now going on in South Carolina, I have 
had to come to Charlotte to give The Consti- 
tution the latest news from the seat of war. 
Not to be outdone, and at the same time, 
mot caring to have my telegrams passed 
upon, I left Columbia this afternoon for 
Charlotte, where I can get off this spetial 
undisturbed.

THE STORY TOLD. 


The Governor Establishes a Censor- 
ship Over the Dispatches. 

‘ Columbia, 8. C., via Charlotte, N. C., 

April 1. —(Special.)—Benjamin Ryan Tillman 

is the czar of South Carolina tonight. 

He hag established a military censorship 
over the telegraph lines of the state. He 
has attempted to muzzle the press, and he 
controls the movements of trains within the 
limits of the commonwealth. 

It is a situation of affairs which, outside 
the period of the civil war, has no parallel 
in the history of the state. The streets of 
Columbia are flocked with the blue and yel- 
low and gold lace of militiamen, each one 
armed with a loaded rifle. Messengers on 
horseback and in carriages are in constant 
movement between the executive mansion, 
the telegraph offices and the penitentiary, 
where the troops are being mobilized for an 
advance on Darlington. Crowds of men are 
bunched in front of the newspaper and tel- 
egraph offices in the vain hope of hearing 
something from the centers of disturbance. 
An under current of intense excitement, a 
feeling of unrest and muttered discontent, 
which is the usual precursor of grave re- 
sults, prevail among all classes. 

Refused to Obey. ‘ 
( Governor Tillman is the most unpopular 
man in this part of the state. This was 
shown in a thrillingly dramatic way this 
morning—a terrific home thrust at the pop- 
ulist chief magistrate. The. Governor*’s

this section, on Friday refused to turn out 
against the people of Darlington. 
morning Governor Tillman sent word to 
Captain Bateman to assemble his company 
and proceed to the grounds in front of the 
executive mansion without their arms. Some 
of the men c@murred, but finally they 
yielded, and twenty-three in number, they 
marched out under command of their cap- 
tain, | 

The executive residence is a two-story, 
Bquare, flat-roofed stone building, painted 
a dull lead color, with red trimmings and 
long windows. It stands on a hill a mile 
from the center of the city. There is an

“Gentlemen of the Governor’s Guards, 
I have sent for you under peculiar circum- 
stances, which will be stated in a few re- 
marks, I ain the chief executive of South 
Carolina, the head of this government. My 
duty is to have the laws enforced. When 
the civil authorittes become powerless, the 


militia are the only resources of a governor — 


to réstore order. When my right arm was

you, representing that right arm, were 
paralyzed by a mob here, when my effort 
and desire was to send you to Darlington 
to repress another mob. I have been for 
fourteen years & militiaman, and I know 
perhaps better than you how, as a citizen 
Soldier, you must feel with reference to 
the position you occupy. You stand before 
this state as a disgrace; as men who have 
refused to obey the order of a superior 
officer. You have been organized for half 
a century, and this is the first time this 
has occurred. I have been told by those 
who were present, that it was not your 
fault; that, until Bishop Capers made his 
unfortunate speech, you had resisted the 
pressure brought to bear on you by your 
fathers and your kinsmen, and were ready 
to obey your governor. You disobeyed 
them, and you disappointed me. I have 
Sent for you, not to criticise you or to plead 
with you. I want to have a plain talk. I 


represent, in a great degree, a faction 
which controls the state. While you repre- 
sent the other side, and because of the 
pressure of the public opinion brought to 
bear on you, is the reason you occupy the 
position you ndw’do. Let us discuss this 
question and show you the error in which 
your community, as well as yourselves, 
perhaps, are tabdoring undér. The dispen- 
Sary law was enacted by the legislature— 
by the majority of the representatives of 
the people. It is the law until the supreme 
court decides it is unconstitutional. The 
place to fight it is at the ballot box, and 
the courts and not with bullets. Am JI, as 
chief executive of the state, authorized by 
the genovm! assem“ ti exforce that law, 
to stand here and see those appointed to 
uphold it killed and dogged and hunted like 
Wild beasts? And, when I authorize the 
militia to go there, be Opposed by the senti- 
ment of the towns, where the whisky and 
bar men live and paralyze the militia? 
Thank God, South Carolina is safe today, 
because she has soldiers who will obey 
orders. Now, @entiemen, you live in Colum- 
bia. My purpose and desire, if you evince 
the proper spirit, is to show Columbia that 
[I bear her no malice; that I trust her citi- 
zens, when they are in cool blood. 

“I want to say, if I will be allowed to do 
so, that in restoring your arms I furnish 
a guarantee of this, provided the hotheads 
who have been preaching strife and blood- 
Shed down the streets are quelled. But be- 
fore I do that my duty’is to see that I 
don’t entrust arms to unworthy hands. If 
you cannot obey the orders issued by the 
proper authorities in a proper way, of 
course you are useless to the state and the 
money. that has been expended on you has 
been wasted. 

‘‘Now, without exacting any pledges, with- 
out making any promises, as a matter sim- 
ply of duty, I desire to ask you gentlemen, 
one and all, if your arms are restored to 
you and you are again made one of the 
leading companies of this state, and the 
disgrace and stain on your brow washed 
off, can I rely upon you? If I can’t rely 
upon you, if there are any members of 
this company so lost to the duties of cit- 
izenship that they will not respond to 
proper orders, they are unworthy to be 
soldiers and should resign from the com- 
pany. If there is a man in your ranks 
who feels that he is not ready to obey any 
order given by me, let it be made Known, 
because our duty to South Carolina will 
not allow him to remain among you.” 

There was a short pause, as the gov- 
ernor, With a faint hectic flush burning on 
either pale cheek, swept the long row of 
gray-clad men with his one eye. Outside the 
ornamental iron fence which encioses the 
residence grounds there was strung along 
a collection of faces, black and white. 

The First One Refuses. 

Inside the grounds and forming a. living 
background to the Guard was a concourse 
of Tillman adherents. The governor’s last 
sentence was a challenge, or at least it 
was so regarded. There was not a sound 
as Private Moore, a handsome boy of nine- 
teen years, a son of Dr. D. T. Moore, 
stepped two paces to the front and with a 
' quick gesture pulled his belt loose, with 
| the bayonet sheath, and flung it down right 
at the governor’s feet. Within the next mo- 
| ment five others had followed his lead. 

The action was so swift and unexpected 
that the protesting words of Captain Bate- 
man were lost. It was a moment of criti- 
cal and supreme importance. 

But Tillman never winced. He stood per- 
fettly composed, with the red spots on his 
into a trifle redder flame. 

He glanced carelessly at the discarded 
‘equipments while Captain Bateman and 
' Colonel Willie Jones hurriedly expostulated 
with the men, who after relinquishing their 
' fixtures had walked away as each bayonet 
fell, raising a little puff of dust on the 
| carriage way. Colonel Jones exclaimed in an 
expostulating tone: “Men, men, don’t do 
that.” Turning to Captain Bateman, Gov- 
enror Tillman continued: 

“Captain Bateman, if these gentlemen 
don’t understand and appreciate the situa- 
tion, it is best for them to do this, because 
I don’t want any soldier who cannot obey 
orders. You know that I want it thoroughly 

understeod that if the Governor's Guards 
| cannot be trusted, the governor must know 
' at. I understand that these gentlemen who 
| have discarded their arms mean to inform 
me that they will not obey orders if they do 
not suit them. I admire their action.” 

At these words more of the Guards threw 
down their bayonets on the pile at the gov- 
ernor’s feet and walked away. This left only 
eight men and the captain remaining. Again 
the governor, addressing Captain Bateman, 
said: “You have the nucleus for a com- 
_pany. I restore you your arms. You’ will 
'report at the penitentiary to General Rich- 
| pourg, who has been-.ordered to restore 

your guns to you. Is it satisfactory to you, 

and have you any questions to ask?’ 

Captain Bateman, who was almost as pale 
| from the excitement of the affair as the 
| governor, responded in a low voice, “I have 
no questions to ask. Your ordérs are clear."’ 
“Very well, take your company to the pen- 
-itentiary.” 
| At this point one of the members of the 
| company said te the governor: “I will not 
/ obey your orders. I only obey the orders 
of the captain.” 

“The captain gets his orders from his 
general, and the general receives his or-. 
ders from me,” replied the governor, as he 
turned to enter the house. |

At 1 o'clock this afternoon the Guards met 
in their armory and unanimously decided 
to give up their arms. This disbands the 
organization. 

It w@#s half-past 1 o’clock this morning 
when The Constitution correspondent drove 
out to the executive mansion. Carbines 
were lying in a confused pile on the porti- 
co and the grounds were filled with a 
motley collection of militiamen. They gave 
evidence of having’ been hastily sumrfened. 
Men in slouch hats and nondescript uni- 
forms lounged around and passed freély. in 
and out of the broad doorway. The com- 
pany on guard was the Edgefield Hussars, 
a cavalry company, from Edegefield county. 


. It is composed of farmers and the most of 


them were dusty and unshaven. There 
were twenty-six in all and less than half 
of them were in uniform. Some wore only 
a uniform coat, others had a Huzzar’s yel- 
low helmet and plume as his badge. Two 
or three were without any uniform and an 
old veteran wore a big navy revolver strap- 
ped round him. The captain was in uni- 
form, but his sword scabbard was gtill 
carefully wrapped with newspaper and 
twine as it hung dangling by his side. 
They had been called from the farm and 
country store in great haste, and like the 
embattled farmers of Lexington, th®y came 
as they were. 

They were being fed in the governur’s 
mansion, personaliy attended by Mrs. ‘Till- 
man and other ladies of the household, and 
that was glory enough for them for a Hfe-. 
time. They were full of zeal and enthusi- 
asm to the neck and they marched away 
in regular step time with waving hats, 
while the ladies of the executive mansion 
stood in the portico and waved adieu. They 
went down to the penitentiary and later 
departed for Darlingtun. , 

Governor Tillman sent out word in reply 
to a request for an interview that his time 
was occupied, but that later in the dav he 
might see his way to talk for publication. 


He was in close consultation during the ° 


greater part of the day with Judge Watts, 
his right hand man, who issued the in- 
junction to the telegraph companies: At- 
torney General Buchanan and several per- 
sonal friends. 

Orders had been sent out to all the ad- 
jacent counties for the farmers to rally, 
and as the day grew these came in great 
numbers. Shortly after 3 o'clock this after- 
noon Governor Tillman drove over to the 
penitentiary, half a mile from the mansion, 
to look after the drilling and arming of 
these men. A train consisting of a baggage 
car and five coaches was drawn up on the 
Coast Line railroad siding, waiting to trans- 
port the Edgefield Hussars and the volun- 
teers to Darlington. Four big wagen loads 
of camp equipage, tents, etc., was being 
loaded. The wagons were driven and the 
loading and unloading done by negro can- 
victs in their striped stits, while’ the gray- 
clad prison guards, with Winchesters in 
thelr hands, stood guard. At 4:30 o’clock 
the train pulled out. 

Scrutinizing the Dispatches. 

The military censorship which Governor 
Tillman is exercising over the telegraph 
Offices, is most offensive. A Heutenant and 
three men are stationed inside the railing, 
at both the Postal and Western Union Offl- 
ces. Every message, private, commercial or 
newspaper, that is received or handed in 
for transmission, is read by these soldiers, 
and anything not to their Hking or which 
they regard as incendiary, is scratched 
out or the raessage prescribed. 

The Postal manager states that the busi- 
ness of his office is greatly injured, while as 
for the Western Union matters are all at 
Sixes and sevens. Not a line of unbiased 
press news has gone out of Columbia since 
last night. All that is favorable to Tillman 
and his party passes unquestioned, but any- 
thing which criticises the administration 
is prohibited. All of the local news corre- 
spondents have been forced to send their 
matter for outside papers either to Au- 
gusta, Ga., eighty miles distant, or to Char- 
lotte, N. C., 110 miles away. The anti-Till- 
manite newspapers and the Columbia busi- 
ness men are in a state of feverish indig- 
nation over the outrage. The Western 
Union manager from Richmond came down 
this afternoon and endeavored to get Gov- 
ernor Tillman to modify the censorship. He 
was unsuccessful, however. Governor Till- 
man told a protesting newspaper man that 
all he had to do was to submit his press 
copy to him-—Tillman—and it would go 
through all right, all of which meant that 
after Tillman had revised the copy it could 
go through. 

Excitement in Columbia. 

The degree of excitement which prevails 
all through South Carolina cannot be exag- 
gerated. Shut off, as the people are, from 
all service of information from the beleag- 
uered districts by the Tillman seizure of 
the telegraph lines, they crowd the railroad 
stations and eagerly question every passen- 
ger as to the latest from Columbia and Dar- 
lington. At every depot, even down to the 
water tank stations, along the Richmond 
and Danville railroad from ten to one hun- 
dred men gathered today questioning train 
men, and éven boarding the cars and ask- 
ing passengers for the latest news from Co- 
lumbia. 

Not a shred 6f news concerning the situ- 
ation in Darlington has been obtainable by 
the newspaper press or private individuals. 
Early this morning a story was told, traced 
to a man who came from Darlington, which 
is terrifying in its details. It is that the 
son of Chief Gaillard was found wounded 
by the roadside near Darlington. He had 
been shot in the riot and fled to the woods, 
He had come out for help and fell by the 
roadside, where the infuriated citizens find~ 
ing him, riddled his body with bullets. 

The stirring interest now centers in the 
troops and volunteers who left for Darling- 
ton at 4:30 oclock this afternoon. Will 
they reach that place? It is doubted here. 
There are hundreds of men who believe 
that if they reach their destination they 
will have to walk part of the way; that the 
railroad track will be torn up to prevent 
their advance, Others profess to believe 


that there will be a repetition of the slaugh- 


ter of Friday.

There 
is a fixed determination in this direction 
among certain people. If Tillman attempts 
to use force to carry out any of his pur- 
poses in Columbia there will be resistance, 
and it will take a shape that will perma- 
nently end the career of-the head of this 
government. ‘ 

“We won't fool around about the mili- 
tary,” said ope man in front of the tele- 
graph office this afternoon. ‘‘There are 600 
men in this place who will march straight 
to the executive mansion and they will drag 
Ben Tillman out and hang him to a tree 
in his own yard.’’ 

That is the kind of talk that prevails here. 
It is the cities against the country—the 
‘“‘wool hats’’ against the ‘kid gloves,” as 
they put it. All of Tillman's strength lies 
in the country districts; all the opposition 
to him will come from the cities and large 
towns. 

Governor Tillman realizes the gravity of 
the situation—the personal danger that 
menages him. One instance suffices to prove 
this. One of the companies in this city 
which refused to march to Darlington was 
the Zouaves. This morning the governor 
issued an order to Captain John G. Capers, 
of the Zouaves, notifying him that he must 
within two hours turn over the arms be- 
longing to the company to General E. R. 
Richboure, Captain Capers replied at once, 
saying that the arms of the company had 
been removed and he did not know where 
they were; that it was impossible to turn 
them Over to the state. If the governor at- 
tempts force to recover these arms a riot 
is anticipated and a shedding of blood as 
Columbia has never before seen. It is an- 
ticipated that Captain Capers will be ar- 
rested, and possibiy Captain J. K. Alston, 
of the Richland Volunteers. 

When it became known that the captains 
found it impossible to obey the governor's 
orders, a number of the most prominent 
citizens in the city, in the Interest of peace 
and order and in order to prevent Governor 
Tillman taking’ the withholding of guns as 
an excuse for extreme measures, interested 
themselves in the matter and earnestly ad- 
vised those who knew anything about the 
whereabouts of the arms of the Volunteers 
and the Zouaves to turn them over to the 
captains of the companies, so that they 
could deliver them to the governor. The 
advice came from a large number of the 
most influential and most thoroughly trusted 
citizens In the city and the young men soon 
expressed their .willingness to take the ad- 
vice given and will do everything in their 


power to put their captains in possession” 


of the guns and enable them to comply with 
the order. Captains Alston and Capers were 
of the same opinion expressed by these tead- 
ing citizens, and earnestly urged the men to 
deliver the guns if possible. 

Nenrly a Riot. 

There came very near being a riot last 
night when the first guard marched down 
to take charge of the Postal and Western 
Union offices. The squad of six mén, in 
charge of Lieutenant Bomer, of the Hamp- 
ton Guards, was met by a crowd at the tel- 
egraph office door. Only by the greatest 
care was a riot avoided. The incensed cit- 
izens wanted to attack the soldiers then. 
So strict is this military censorship that in 
a private message sent by the press corre- 
spondent today the captain in charge re- 
fused to let the message pass unless a word 
in it was changed. a. WW. &,; 


GOVERNOR TILLMAN INTERVIEWED. 


He Terms It an Insurrection Which 
Must Be Put Down. 
Columbia, 8S. C., April 1—The Southern 
Associated Press representative had a 
lengthy interview with Governor Tillman 
at thd executive mansion this afternoon. 
The governor was seated on the front 
piazza, surrounded by his family and a 
number of his political friends. He granted 
the required interview without hesitation 
and spoke freely about the situation. There 
was some indication of nervousness in his 
manner, but altogether, he was as collected 
as could be expected under the circum- 

stances. 

The governor stated that in his opinion the 
worst of the danger was over. He said that 
inasmuch as Darlington and Florence were 
in a state of insurrection, he felt it his 
duty to exert himself to the utmost to up- 
hold the dignity and preserve the: peace of 
the state. At the time of the interview the 
300 military men had just left on a special 
train for Darlington. In view of the number 
of companies, which had refused to respond 
to his call, he was greatly gratified at hav- 
ing finally placed the troops en route to 
the scene of the tragedy. 

“But will they shoot?’ was asked. 

“Will they shoot?’’ exclaimed the govern- 
or with emphasis. ‘‘Well, you.ought to have 
heard them cheer when I told them to 
shoot.” 

He ‘then went on to give the substance of 
his speech to the assembled militia just pre- 
vious to their departure. I asked him when, 
in his opinion, the present tension will be 
relieved, sufficiently for him to dismiss the 
military. 

He said he could not tell and there was 
much at stake. Darlington and the commu- 
nity were in insurrection, defying the au- 
thority of the state. The tnsurrectionists 
must be put down. The property of the state 
(meaning the dispensaries) had been destroy- 
ed. The guilty parties must be discovered 
and brought to justice. The dispensary con- 
stables were being pursued and were in 
imminent danger of losing their lives. He 
was not going to permit them to be hounded 
down and shot like dogs. Pending develop- 
ment in these matters, he would keep the 
militia under arms. 

A few minutes previous to this interview 
it was reported that the censorship of tele- 
grams had been withdrawn. He was ques- 
tioned: as to the accuracy of the rumor and 
denied it very emphatically. He said he did 
not wish to have anything sent out which 
would inflame the passions of the people 
and for that reason, and with a view of se- 


| curing accurate reports, he would continue 


the censorship. 
He Will Play Editor. ‘ 
“Now, I will play editor for you fellows,” 
said the governor with a laugh. Just write 
out your reports, bring them to me and I 
will look over them. If they are not sensa- 
tional or incendiary, I will let them go.” 
He spoke confidently of the strength of his 
sympathizers. 7 |

Governor Tillman spoke feelingly of the 
disbanding of the Governor’s Guards. “The 
company is fifty-one years old,”” he said, 
“and this is the first time they have ever 
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refused to obey orders.’’ He says that Cap- 
tain Bateman shed tears over the action 
of his. company. 

“What effect will the present disturbance 
have on the dispensary iaw?’ the corre- 
spondent asked. 

“It will strengthen it,’’ he promptly re- 
plied. “These continued disturbances have 
been brought on by thé low down whisky 
element and by ‘the violent opposition to the 
measure Which the cities have made. The 
issue is whether the state is to be turned 
over to hoodlums and toughs or be governed 
‘by its intelligent citizens. The result will 
be in favor of the dispensary.” 

The governor felt indignant when told that 
the people considered he was trying to 
make political capital by calling out the 
State troops, which added to the excitement 
and made himself more popular in the 
race for United States senator, against M. 
C. Butler. He said he had summoned the 
militia out to protect his Officers, the con- 
Stables, who were being treated contempt- 
uously and tantalized by being called spies. 
And he stated that in Sumter his consta- 
bles hdd been rotten-egged; in Charleston 
they were nearly mobbed and were badly 
treated in Chester. He said he did not in- 
tend to leave his men subject to such out- 
rageous treatment and he has guaranteed 
their protection and that he will protect 
them. He said: ‘“‘Listen to the cries made 
to me by widows and orphans, ‘Where is 
my husband, my father, whom you promised 
to protect? Where are they? Murdered by 
a mob in Darlington!’ ”’ 

Governor Tillman says there were twen- 
ty-three constables at Darlington. Two 
were killed, four have returned to Columbia. 


1 Cain is in Timmonsville. Nine of the miss- 


ing constables—Chief Gaillard, Felder, Mur- 
phy, Harling, Livingston, McCants, Bryson 
and Gardner—turned up tonight in Wil- 
liam sburg county, on their way to Charles- 
ton. The six. constables still missing are 
Meekin, King, Swann, Walkér, Brown and 
Holloway. 

Governor Tillman says he will not dis- 
miss. the militia until these officers are 
found and the troops have been sent to 
Darlington to search for them and to re- 
store law there. The governor says he has 
a report that young Gaillard, a constable who 
was wounded in the riot, was found in the 
swamp suffering. from his wounds, and that 
he was shot and killed while in this critical 
condition. 

The governor was informed that Consta- 
ble McCullough, who was wounded and was 
in the Darlington jail, had been taken in 
charge by friends and he has telegraphed 
that he wants to know who the friends 
are. The governor received a telegram at 
8 o’cleck tonight that all was quiet in 
Dariington, but the troops had not arrived 
th2rs at that hour. The governor says six 
hundre-1 soldiers went to Darlingten tonight 
and that many are here in Columbia and 


- there will be about seven hundred men here 


to arswer to his call by morning. 

He says that they are not soldiers, but 
are good fighting material. The governor 
consilers that the massacre in Darlington 
will instead of causing the death 
dispensary act, strengthen it and 
more popular with the people. He tonight 
ordered all dispensaries in counties where 
there is any excitement closed until further 
orders.

Washington, April 1.—(Special.)—It wilf 
be recalled that, when the court trying the 
Pollard-Breckinridge case adjourned Mone 
day, March 12th, Shelby, of defendant’s 
counsel, assaulted Mr. Johnson, of plain- 
tiff's counsel, and that Judge Bradley, after 
severely criticising this affair the nexg§ 
morning, referred to reports which ha@: 
come to him that plaintiff's counsel were” 
coming into court armed with deadly weape 
ons. Thereupon these gentlemen, one afteg 
another, arose and disclaimed having , 
brought weapons into court. It was noticed 
at the time, however, and regarded in some 
quarters as significant, that neither Colonel 
Breckinridge nor his son, Desha, joined ta 
these disclaimers. e 

It was whispered about the court then 
that one of the bailiffs felt a pistol in De 
sha’s pocket, and, thinking him to be one 
of the counsel, made the representations te 
Judge Bradley which led to the disclaimers 
in which young Breckinridge did not take 
part, 

These incidents have led to a feeling of 
apprehension in legal circles that another 
and more serious affair, possibly a tragedy, 
may yet mar the proceedings. It is salg 
that both court and counsel have been cone 
sidering the possibility of such a result. 
This feeling is not allayed by the story that 
has been put in circulation since the de- 
fendant took the stand that Desha Breck- 
inridge, who is. standing loyally by hie 
father, has threatened that he would pere- 
sonally resent any insult offered his father :, 
by plaintiff's counsel when the laiter shal? 
cross-examine the defendant. 

These threats are said to have been made 
in reply to some one’s suggestion that Judge 
Wilson is staled. It is also reported thag 
some of defendant's counsel are annoyed 
over Desha’s constant presence in the courte 
room, sometimes accompanied by young 
friends, fearful lest he may be goaded by 
fanciful insults to his father which would 
prejudice the case. 

it.is.aaid that Butterworth is especially 
anxious in this respect, and has 80 exe 
pressed himself. Mrs. Governor Blackburn, 
who fs indignant at having been placed ts - 
what she deems an equivocal position ty 
the defendant, and who significantly said on 
the stand that, if her husband were alive, 
there would be no necessity for her to ap- 
pear in court, is said to be very angry over 
that part of the defendant’s testimony 
which qualifies her own or impugns the cor- 
rectness of her recollection of the events 
to which she testified. 

It is understood that she will be recalled 
by the prosecution in ‘rebuttal of certaim 
parts of the defendant’s story.

There were six 
Passenger cars, which were sufficient to 
carry the crowd. One baggage coach was 
carried along and was filled with tents and 
provisions of all kinds. There were flour, 
meal, hams, bacon, boxes of biscuits, coffee

The special train left here just about 5 
@’clock. Nothing has been heard from it 
since its departure. It was in charge of 
Conductor E. H. Sturgeon and Engineer

ESCAPE OF THE SPIES. 


Nine of Them Board a Northeastern 
Train. 

Columbia, S. C, April *<tiiebibet: )}—To 
use his own lingehen Governor Tillman to- 
night received ‘‘the best news yet.” It was 
a dispatch to the effect that nine of the 
fugitive constable boarded the train at Lake 
City, on the Northeastern railroad, and 
within a few hours will have arrived safely 
in Charleston. Their names are: Felder, 
Murphy, Livingston, Gaillard, Scott, Mc- 
Cants, Bryson, Garner and Harling. It is 
uncertain whether the Gaillard mentioned 
is the chief constable or his son, who has 
been reported as found in a ditch wounded 
by the citizens, and then killed. It will be 
remembered that when the fight occurred 
at Darlington, Chief Constable Gaillard and 
three others escaped on outgoing trains. 
One of tiie four reached Columbia. The 
chief constable is said to have returned to 
the scen@® of trouble, and nothing definite 
has been~heard of him siace, unless he is 
one of indSe mentioned above. Twenty- 
three constables were in Darlington when 
the outbreak occurred. One of these was 
killed, another was wounded, and is in 
jail at Dariington; five are in Columbia 
and seven are still uncounted for. Their 
names are: Swan, Meekin, Brown, King, 
Holloway, Walker and Gaillard. Governor 
Tillman thinks that the escape of the nine 
to Charleston will greatly relieve the ten- 
sion. He says that honors are about easy 
between the two parties engaged in the 
killing at Darlington, and that if the other 
spies escape fhe troute will be over. 

He received a dispatch from Adjutant 
General Farley, now in Darlington, saying 
the citizens told him that the wounded 
constable, McLendon, had been delivered 
to his friends. McLendon, contrary to pre- 
vious report, was not. seriously hurt. 
General Farley does not know where he is 
now.

ALL QUIET AT DARLINGTON, 


Chase of the Spies Given Up—Escape 
of McLendon. 

Darlington, 8S. C., April 1—(Special.)— 
The dispensary war has subsided from 
present sindications. Today passed very 
quietly. The spies have eluded the vigi- 
lants and the latter from this place have 
been compelled to give up the chase for 
want of fresh horses. Numbers of men 
have been in the saddle from Friday after- 
noon until this morning. The citizens who 
left here yesterday afternoon for Sumter 
to bring the three spies who were captured 
and in jaii at that place, arrived there 
just twenty minutes after they had left 
on a special train for some place of safety. 
It seems that Sumter’s men showed a 
lack of nerve in this matter and some one 
telegraphed to Tillman to send for the 
spies, which he did. McLendon, the spy 
who was said to be mortally wounded and 
who was in jail here, made his escape yes- 
terday afternoon evidently with the as- 
sistance of the sheriff or his deputy. The 
story of his escape is that the sheriff told 
the man in charge of the jail that if any 
one came for McLendon to let them have 
him and not to resist. At about 4 o’clock 
a horse and buggy was sent to the jail 
and McLendon, who had altered his ap- 
pearance by shaving off his moustache 
and putting on a new suit of clothes, jump- 
ed in and was driven quietly through town 
and was not recognized by any one. The 
escape was not discovered by the citizens 
until after the county physicians cailed 
to see the spy this morning. This is the 
spy who acknowledged that he killed Frank 
Norment. Advices were received this after- 
noon that 300 troops, under command of 
General Richbourg, of Columbia, were on 
the way to Darlington. It is thought that 
as soon as they ascertain how things are 
they will return from whence they came.

Reports were current this afternoon that 
a@ large body of troops from Columbia, 
comprising the Billy Stokes Wool-Hat bri- 
eade and Edgefield Faithfuls, were en 
route here, and were ordered to suppress 
the riot in Florence and Darlington, seize 
all arms and protect the dispensary. This 
roused the latent fires of fury, and the 
boys declared that force would be met by 
force. A large crowd msembled at the 
depot to await the arrival of the special 
bringing the military. Such an attempt 
would havé Deen ended in a battle royal, 
but, when the citizens found who com- 
posed the guard, confidence was restored, 
and: the citizens and soldiers mingled to- 
gether in good fellowship. 

Previous to this, there had been much 
talk of tearing up the road between here 
and Darlington. When the train left, the 
citizens gave three cheers for the military. 
They said they did not know what they 
were to do, but the nearer they drew to 
Darlington, the quieter they found things. 

News was received here tonight that nine 
spies were at Lake City, Gaillard among 
them. Indignation is great over the trick 
by which McLendon was spirited away from 
Darlington, and the people feel that they 
have been cheated of all vengeance. 

A meeting of Tillmanites has been called 
for tomorrow to act on the Colleton plan. 
The call has been published for the past 
month. Report today is that an effort Is 
being made to arm those who come in, 
and trouble is anticipated. Under ordinary 
circumstances, a response to a call would 
have been but sfight. Excitement and curt- 
osity may bring a large crowd. 

It is reported here that Attorney General 
Buchanan escaped from Darlington by pass- 
ing himself off as a Methodist preacher. 
The governor's outlawing proclamation has 
been torn down from the postoffice door.

THE TRAGEDY AT DARLINGTON 


Told by an Eye-Witnhess of the Affair. 
Pursuit of the Spies. 
Charlotte, N. C., April 1.—(Special.)—A re- 
sponsible gentleman, a resident of Darling- 
ton, who was an eye-witness of the fight 
at the Darlington depot, and who arrived 
at Columbia last night, gives the followmg 
account of the riot and events leading up 

to it: 

“Billy Floyd, a brother of the Darlington 
town dispensor, had been keeping a gamb- 
ling hell up to two weeks ago and selling 
whisky in connection with it. In this way 
he became acquainted with the secrets of 
the ‘blind tigers’ in Darlington and was 
trusted by them. When a detachment of 
spies arrived in Darlington and commenced 
to make raids they invariably went directly 
to places where whisky was kept for sale, 
and this led to the suspicion that he had 
turned informer. People were very much 
incensed against him. Friday afternoon 
young Rodgers, a clerk in Hodge's hotel, 
drove to the depot in a bus to meet a train. 
About eighteen spies, armed with Winches- 
ters and Colt’s revolvers, were loafing about 
the platform and Floyd was with them, 
Rodgers said to Floyd: ‘You are a d—n 
rascal.’ -Floyd struck Rodgers. Rodgers 
drove back to town, a mile distant, and re- 
turned with seven or eight men and boys. 
Rab Dargan. chief of police, who had heard 
of the trouble, came up cn horseback and 
commanded Floyd to consider himself under 
arrest and report at the town council room 
on the following morning. 

About this time a gang of spies came 
round from the opposite side of the plat- 
form. Lewis Redmond, a citizen, said Rod- 
gers had not had fair play. Rodgers, point- 
ing to Floyd, exclaimed: ‘The s— of a b—h 
did not give me fair play.’ Spies interefered 
and began to talk. Rodgers, pointing at 
McLendon, a spy, said: “That d—d scoun- 
drel interfered.’ 3 

The chief of police in the meantime had 
placed himself between Rodgers and Floyd. 
McLendon, replying to Rodgers, said: ‘You 
are a d—n liar’ 

The spies had massed themselves in front 
of the citizens.

When the intelligence was regeived that 
spies had surrendered in Darlington a large 
party armed with a warrant’ took the 4 
o'clock p. m. train Saturday and left for 
Sumter, intending to kill them. My inform- 
ant was a passenger on this train. Near 
Lamar three men, thought to be ‘spies, were 
seen walking along the railroad track. 
Twelve ‘of the party disembarked at the 
next station and went in pursuit of them, 
When the remainder reached Sumter the 
three surrendered spies had been carried to 
Columbia a few minutes before. In another 
coach of this train were Attorney General 
Buchanan, State Senator John Gary Evans, 
author of the dispensary law, and Edétor 
Koester, of The Columbia Register. The 
attorney general told the informant that he 
had reason to believe that young Gaillard, 
@ spy and a son of the chief spy, had been 
found in a ditch wounded, and had been 
shot to death by citizens. The attorney 
general further said that the spies surren- 
dered in Sumter had in their possession five 
Colt’s revolvers, when the law provided 
them with but one each, This indicated 
that perhaps two escaped spies had died on 
the way and they had taken their arms. 

My informant states that the leading citi- 
zens of Darlington and all classes are unan- 
imously determined upon vengeance on the 
spies. He says that the party who were 
baffed at Sumter of their prey returned to 
Darlington determined to kill McLendon, 
who is fn jail wounded. 

This morning the Edgefield Hussars, a 
company formerly commanded by Governor 
Tillman, are picketed about the governor's 
mansion and refuse to let any one approach 

ithin two blocks unless permission is given 
from within.

C.—Allow me to suggest that you modify 
your rule in reference to stoppage of mes- 
sages on telegraph lines so as to give the 
public, through the press, information 
anxiously desired. No harm can come from 
this modification, but a rule too rigidly en- 
forced a¢ this time may injure your cause. 
Am satisied, from what I can gather, that 
you will quell a™® rioting within twenty- 
four hours. Preliminary press dispatches 
to and from Columbia ought not to be 
stopped. Please answer. 

“Si ta Be Sees 

Governor Tillman promptly replied as 
follows: 

“Columbia, 8. C., April 1—The Hon. J. 
L. M. irby, Washington: No effort has 
been made to suppress any legitimate press 
dispatches. Our object is to keep back all in- 
surrectionary and seditious messages cal- 
culated to harm the people. Troops are now 
at the scene of action, and I am satistied 
all will soon be well. All the constables 
except four are now safe. Laurens County 
Volunteers are here in force, headed by 
Colonel Shaw. B. R. TILLMAN,

Senator Irby, the embargo at the Columbia 
office of the Southern Associated Press had 
been raised,“and the transmission of news 
had begun.

The Value of Our Reak Estate. 


From a volume of real estate statistics, 
just issued by the treasury department, 
at Washington, it appears that the total 
valuation of the whole country is $29,- 
044,544,333. The realty and improve- 
ments exempt from taxation are valued 
at $3,833,335,225. Farm lands and im- 
provements are valued at $13,275,952,068. 

The single state of New York has real 
estate valued at $5,817,704,667.. This is 
more than double the value of all the 
real estate and improvements in Penn- 
sylvania—more than three times the 
value of such property in Massachu- 
setts. 

If we combine the states of Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut and New Jersey it will be 
found that their réal estate is not equal 
to one-half of New York’s realty. When 
we add the real estate totals of Dela- 
ware, Maryland, the District ef Colum- 
bia, Virgynia, West Virginia, the Caroli- 
nas, Georgia and Florida the result is 
$2,923,418,912—or $2,000,000,000 less than 
New York can show. In a synopsis of 
these remarkable statistics The New 
York Recorder says: 

Illinois pushes Pennsylvania pretty close. 
Her figures are $3,294,042,440, as against the 
Pennsylvania exhibit of $3,781,177,285. Ohio 
is a good fourth, footing up $2,530,225,018. 

To measure the material wealth of New 
York in real estate values, it is idle to take 
any one state. They must be taken in 
groups. Bite 

For example, the twelve’ horthern central 
States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, 
North and South Dakota, Nebraska and 
Kansas foot up $15,125,481,180—less than two- 
thirds more than New York alone. 

The south central group of states and 
territories, comprising Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Tex- 
as, Oklahoma, Indian Territory and Arkan- 
san are valued at $38,538,805,433—or about 
one-half that of New York. 

Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, New Mex- 
ico, Arizona, Utah, Nevada, Idaho, Wash- 
ington, Oregon and California have to their 
credit a total real estate valuation of 
$4,051,564,424—-nearly two thousand millions of 
dollars less than we can show. 

But this is not all. The untaxed real 
estate of New York is valued at $567,- 
017,487. This is a larger amount of 
realty than is possessed by any of the 
following states: Maine, New Hamp-

ware, Virginia, West Virginia, the Caro- 
linas, Georgia, Florida, the two Dakotas, 
Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana, Arkansas, Montana, Wyoming, Ne- 
vada, Idaho, Washington and Oregon.

Try the ex- 
periment if only for variety’s sake, and 
at the end of the year compare the re- 
sult with those which have followed the 
practice of planting for a big crop re- 
gardless of whether it brings little or 
much when taken to market.

Senator Colquitt’s Successor Will Be 
Chosen This Morning, 


BACON'S SUPPORT STRENGTHENED 


By a Delegation from the Central City. 
How Clyde Shropshire Was Said to 
Have Been Chosen for the Place. 


Governor Northen, as was expected, rested 
all day yesterday from his gubernatorial 
duties, and the appointment of a successor 
to Senator Colquitt in the senate of the 


United States was forgotten for the -time.. 


The aspirants for the-position, as well as 
their friends and supporters, desisted from 
their efforts to elevate their favorite to the 
exalted position—all gathering strength for 
the final effort to be made today. 

It is a matter of but little doubt that the 
position which Speaker Crisp declined will 
be filled today. The governor refused to al- 
low the matter of the selection of a senator 
to enter his mind at all yesterday. As he 
appreciates the necessity of an early ap- 


-pointment, today will doubtless decide the 


matter. 


To the outside world, Governor Northen is 
now no nearer a decision in the matter than 
he was Saturday night when he left his 
office in the capitol. 1f he has made any 
decision in the matter of the appointment, 
he has given no intimation of it to the press 
representatives who have called on him for 
advices. 

The matter of the selection of a successor 
to General Colquitt was very generally dis- 
cussed in the hotels and wherever business 
men.and politicians congregated yesterday. 
The popular impression was that the recip- 
lent of the golden apple woul be Mr. In- 
man, Colonel Walsh, or Major Bacon. It 
is quite generally agreed that one of these 
gentlemen are more likly to receive the ap- 
pointment than any other candidate. 

A delegation from Macon, consisting of 
Judge A, L. Miller, Colonel Robert Hodges 
and Marion Harris, came up last night in 
the interest of Major Bacon. This morning 
they will endeavor to secure the governor’s 
ear, in order to make a strong argument 
in favor of the appointment of Mr. Bacon. 
The three gentlemen named compose a com- 
mittee specially appointed” for the purpose 
of wating on the governor today. It is said 
that there are others io follow.

Clyde Shropshire for Senator. 


Concerning the appointment 6f a successon 
to General Colquitt, the following incident 
is full of interest as well to applicants 
for the place as to the public generally. 

Early last night The Constitution receiv- 
ed a telegram from one of the New York 
papers, asking for three or four hundred 
words regarding the appointment of Clyde 
Shropshire to the office of United States 
senator from Georgia. The Constitution at 
once wired in return that the message was 
inexplicable at this end of the line, saying 
that there was no Shropshire here who had 
been appointed to the position. 

The New York papers thereupon tele- 
graphed the name of Mr. Clyde Shropshire, 
of England, as the man who had received 
the plum, and The Constitution naturally 
inferred that Mr. Clyde Shropshire, vice 
consul at Paris, was the gentleman referred 
to. It developed that some one in Atlanta 
had cabled to Mr. Shropshire in Paris, sub- 
stantially the following message, to which 
Governor Northen’s signature was attached: 

“To Hon. Clyde Shropshire, Vice Consul 
American Legation, Paris—In order to ob- 
viate the inconvenience and entanglement 
arising out of the necessity of the appoint- 
ment of a successor ‘to Senator Colquitt, 
I have decided to go out of the list of appli- 
cants of prominent Georgians now residing 
in the state who are seeking the position, 
and to ask you to accept the appointment. 
I am firm in my belief that your selectton 
will be happily received by the people of 
Georgia, and I respectfully and earnestly 
request that you notify me of your accept- 
ance of the appointment.” 

The American legation at Paris, of course, 
is te gathering place of all Americans vis- 
iting at the metropolis, Mr. Shropshire was 
showing the cable message to some of his 
friends at the legation, and the news of the 
appointment was thus communicated to the 
representatives of the New York papers, 
and by them to The Constitution in Atlanta. 

The governor was seen a second time 


about the matter, when he laughingly replied 


that it was a costly April fool joke that 
had been perpetrated by some of Mr. Shrop- 
shire’s friends.in Atlanta, as the message 
must have cost $10 or $12 to be cabled to 
Paris.

Twice He Has Been Arrested for Lunacy. 
'A Female Highway Robber.

There was hardly a minute during all 
yesterday that police headquarters did not 
ring with the loud resounding echoes of 
violent exhortation and prayer. «J 

From deafening leather lunged! produc- 
tions of noise in the morning, the preaching 
changed te hoarse and husky exhortation in 
the afternoon and night. But at-ali hours 
it was violent, earnest, ear-splitting. 

The preaching was being done by @ crazed 
negro, who has become violently imsane on 
the subject.of religion. Although his in- 
sanity is due to religion, it has assumed a 
murderous phase, and, but for the strong 
iron bars @hat restrain him, the giant 
lunatic would do murder. His frenzy is 
something terrible and frightful. 

The negro is John Rhodes, and a more 
vidlent type of maniac could scarcely be 
found. Rhodes has always been religious 
in his tendencies, and when his mind be- 
gan to fail, two or three weeks ago, his 
craziness assumed a religious tone. 

He became exceedingly violent, and could 
not «be managed. He shouted out noisy 
and senseless exhortations, and, when not 
engaged in loud preaching, he was domi- 
nated by an ftntéfise Gesire to exterminate 
all visible humanity.

A Beautifal Day Which Brought Out 
Large’ Congregations 


TO ALL OF “ATLANTA'S CHURCHES: 


Synopsis of Sermons at Many of Them. 
Who Preached and the Texts 
Belected by Them. 


———e 


Dr. John W. Heidt, presiding elder, preach- 
ed at Merritts avenue. His text was Mat- 
thew xxii, 39: “And the second is like unto 
it; thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.’’ 

This is part of the reply made by the Sa- 
vior when the proud Pharisees kept prodding 
Him with questions as to eternal things. 
As Demosthenes said that action is elo- 
quence, so Christ said that love is religion. 
The question as to who is my fieighbor is 
replied to in the parable of the good Sama- 
replied to in the parable of the good Samar- 


itan. 

One of the features of the sermon was the 
clear suggestion of an allegory, in the para- 
ble mentioned, in which Adam was the 
wayfarer, the evil influences of the world 
are the thieves, the moral law the priest, 
the ceremonial law the Levite and Jesus 
Christ the Good Samaritan. The doctor ap- 
plied it all beautifully in his discourse. 

Another prominent topic of the morning 
was the scholarly presentation of the word 
love as derived from the Greek agapo, and 
the views of various scholars as to the com- 
ponent parts of that word in the Greek lan- 
guage. This served to intensify and broaden 
the meaning of the love as illustrated in the 
life and teachings of the Master. 

This morning’s service seemed full of great 
thought, well preached and bearing the pos- 
itive stamp of the strong mentality of the 
speaker, and full of rich food for meditation 
and assimilation into the lives of the hear- 
ers. 

The sacrament, which followed, was a 
sweet season of blessing to all who partook. 
The Central Presbyterian Chureh . 
The choir of the Central church again 
contributed to the pleasure of the congrega- 
tion by some excellent music. A- beautiful 
Te Deum was sung, and as an offertory, the 
well-known quartet, ‘‘Behold the King,”

A successful revival is now in progress, 
so Dr. Strickler’s sermon was addressed par- 
ticularly to the unconverted, his subject be- 
ing the conversion of Zaccheus, and his text, 
Luke, xix, 5: “‘And when Jesus came to the 
place. He looked up and saw him, and said 
unto him, Zaccheus, make haste and come 
down, for today I must abide at thy house.” 

He said that in the text and context 
was given the story of a conversion, the 
most important event that can take place 
in our history. It is the point where we 
leave our estate of sin and misery—if we 
leave it all; it is at our conversion. This is 
not when we resolve to lead a new life, or 
undertake Christian work, or join the 
church, but when we die to sin and live unto 
righteousness. Because, they 4re, therefore, 
so important, an account of many is given 
in the Bible. This one in introduced by ‘‘be- 
hold,’’ as if:God Himself was calling our 
special attention £0 the truth to be learned 
from this narrative. ae 

First, we note who was converted, Zacthe- 
us, a taxgatherer. The Romans farmed eut 
the taxes, and those who purchased them 
in order to reimburse themselves, executed 
crul laws without mercy. And the Jews, 
holding that it was unlawful to — taxes 
to the Romans, any Jew who became a 
publican was look upon as an outcast 
and an apostate from the religion of his 
fathers. Since such a man could be convert- 
ed, we learn the power at Bo ge PA a

32 ano er wicked, rio soul so de- 
graded as to be beyond its reach. 

We next learn how this conversion was 
brought about mainly; if not entirely, 
through curiosity. Zaccheus heard wonder- 
ful things about the character, teachings. 
and miracles of Christ, and resolved to see 
Him, We thus learn that if, in a way, 
and for any motive, one be brought under 
the influence of the truth, he may be 
saved. The most insignificant means may 
sometimes be sufficient, In a town in Vir- 
ginia there was a man once, who was 
an avowed infidel and’ boasted that no 
Christian minister or religious word could 
ever change his opinions. But one day a 
gnat flew into his eye, a violent inflamma- 
tion set in and confined him several weeks 
to his room and he came out of it a con- 
| God’s great 

lingness to save and His wonderful abil- 
ity to do sd, even through means that seem 
wholly inadequate. 

When our Savior came to the tree He 
stopped and looked up. He did not wait 
for Zaccheus to come to Him, but went 
to Zaccheus. The gospel is thought to be 
most attract'vely put when we dwell on 
the many invitations to sinners to come to 
the Savior. This is no doubt very precious, 
We are taught a truth more precious still— 
that Jesus does not wait for us to come 
to Him, but comes to every one of us. 
We have only to stand still and wait for 
Him to come and then receive Him gladly. 
He is coming to us now, walking down 
these aisles, and appeniing to é@évery one 
here. Christ came not only to save, but 
also to seek and to save that which was 


ost. 

When invited to come down Zaccheus 
came itmmediately. He saw the Savior’s 
character in His face, and believed, in- 
stantly, and he was saved at once. Read- 
ing the scripture, praying, church-going, 
are only hindrances unless we do them 
because of believing. Zaccheus did none 
of these things—he simply believed. How 
we should come is best expressed by the 
well-known hymn, ” 

“Just as I am, without one plea. 

This conversion of Zaccheus manifested 
itself by clear and conclusive evidence. He 
came down, when called, received Jesus ih- 
to his house; declared his belief in Him, 
and publicly confessed his sins. His con- 
version reached his pocket—a agg 4 many 
fail to do now. He at once gave half his 
goods to the or. He did not say I will 
give, but I give, and promised to restore 
fourfold to whomever he had ‘defrauded. 
This outward evidence must exist of every 
true conversion. Conversion is a turning in 
which the prayerless become prayerful; 
those indifferent to the church lovers of its 
service; the untruthful, honest and the irre- 
ligious religious. Unless there is_ this 
change there is no conversion. A real con- 
version will manifest itself by genuine 
marks. 

Jesus went home with Zaccheus to din- 
ner, thereby greatly shocking the Pharisees 
of his time, who thought that Christ’s work 
should be confined to the good, and that no 
undesirable members ought to be brought 
into His church. 

But this conduct of Christ taught that 
He had come to seek the lost. This inci- 
dent, Christ’s whole life. and. many of 
His parables show this. They tell us that 
he, as well as the angles of heaven, “‘re- 
joice more over one sinner that repenteth 
than over ninety and nine just persons 
that need not repentance.”
